P. A. Carilll and tlio city of Twin 
F^lls are right back where they 
fltarted In regard to taxlcab parking 
on Main avenue. W. L. Dunn, at- 
torney lor Carglll. sold Wednes- 
day. The supreme court dccbilon or 
the case did not Mnnv'fi the principal 
question asked by Carglll In his suit, 
the attorney claims, - ■ 

question a.^ked by the Core ill 
ocUon was "whether or not Uio city, 
after issuing CorglU a llcen-w 
permit to use the stand for a 
month period, may, during that 
period, remove him from Uib loca- 
tion without a rea^n and without 
a hearing." Ehinn stated. 

Even though the supremo court 
sustained tho lower court's ruling 
to the etfcct that CorglU's com 
plaint did not slate a cause ot ac 
lion, IJunn quoted the high court' 
decision as follows: 

"On oral argument before tlUs 
court Jan. 14. It was staled by the 
counsel for both parties that re- 
spondent (Twin PaUs) had Issued 
appellant (CarElU) another license 
or permit for the taxlcob stand tor 
the year 1318. His 1M7 license has 
expired. 

I^lt Is therefore unnecessary for 
us (tlie oourtt to po-u upon the 
question ot whether or not appel 
lanl's complaint states a cause o: 
action . . . and It would serve no 
useful purpose lb remond tills case 
for amendment of the complaint 
and furtlier proceedings, eren If 
we should hold Uio complaint suf- 
ficient. 

"Likewise It Is unnecessary for ua 
to pass upon the dissolution of the 
rcatralnlng order, since appellant 
has continued to use the space and 
Buffered no injury and respondent, 
by granting the lOlS pcrnilt, has 
waived any right to n dctcrtnlnatlon 
of such question." 

The only question actually 
swercd, according to Ihuin, 
whether tho city of Twin Palls had 
the "police power" to restrain Car- 
glll from wins the present location 
as a taxi stand.

PRAGUE, Feb. 26 {U.R)— President. Eduard Bcncs bowed to 
communist demands under duress to avoid bloodshed, a high 
official said today, ndillng that the president might resign 
or flee the country to make his position clear. 

The official saw Benes yesterday as the communist coup 
was being completed. He gave a picture ot the president giv- 
ing In to irresistible pressure because he saw no other course, 
and still determined to dissipate any imprcsHion thntMic con- 
sented freely to the communist solution of the crisis. 

Bcncs was reported seriously ill. The official who saw him 
said tho strain of {ncGBsanf 
work and dispute for three 
days had broken down his re- 
serve strength and health. 

HiB otflclol aald It wos hla Im- 
prcTslon tliot Benes would remain 
quiet for another 'day or two. and 
then would make some statement or 
take some action to make clear to 
the world how ha felL

VANDENBERCS STOCK BOOJIS 
Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg deserves a big 
share of credit for the present health of the 
European recoscry proffram. "Wliatever the 
luture flghta that ERP must face, the Michi- 
gan Republican's part has been almost- as 
Important as Secretary Marshall's In steer- 
ing the plan thus for. 

Perhaps Mr. Vandenberg'^ most notable 
achievement has been to get ERP approved 
by the senate torelgn relations commUtee. 
or which he Is chairman. But this Is only the 
dlmat of several month's work. 

Since he gave his support to the Marshall 
plan, the senator's role has been that of me-* 
dlator rather than pollUcIan. Although 20 
so-called "^vlslonlsf' senators In his own 
party oppose the plan, he has persuaded sev- 
eral others to accept at least the principle 
of European aid, however much they balk at 
some of Its suggested provisions. He has also 
helped persuade the administration to modify 
demands that seemed Impossible of accep- 
tance. 

By doing this, he has engineered som» 
compromises Uke the ERP bill that the for 
eign relations committee passed. In it, 
first appropriation was reduced from $6\^„„ 
000.000 to W.300.000.000. which pleased many 
of the senator's Republican colleagues. But 
the period of the first appropriation was also 
reduced by three months so that the cut 
funds was not drastic. 

The foreign relations group set up a sep- 
arate administration for ERP. with a commit- 
tee of congressional watchdogs !n the back- 
ground. Originally. Secretary Marshall fought 
this separaUon. 3ut the White House and 
state department withdrew their objections 
upon Vandenberg'a persuasion. 

The senate committee's third change In the 
original proposal was more elaboraUon than 
alteration. It suggested a union of western 
European naUons, and inserted a claure that 
would end American aid If any of the ERP 
governments went communistic. 

In aU this, as we have said. Senator Van 
denberg'a handiwork Is evident There seem 
to be two reasons for his success. One of them 
undoubtedly- Is his personal prestige. The 
second reason Is that Mr. Vandenber^ has 
virtually withdrawn from partisan politics 
the last few months, not an easy trtcfc tn t.. 
election year. Yet he wisely saw that. If ERP 
were to be put threugh a RepubHcan con- 
gress this year, It would have to be done bj 
someone who renounced personal ambition
